influencing or associated with collision and injury risk.

MOTOR VEHICLE TRAFFIC COLLISIONS IN 1972

TRENDS IN MOTOR VEHICLE COLLISIONS 


Summary 


The rate of increase of motor vehicle collisions over the past ten 
years has been more rapid than the steady increases shown by 
the Ontario population and the numbers of drivers licensed and 
vehicles registered. This rate of increase has been greatest 
during 1971 and 1972. A reduction of collisions in 1970 was due 
mainly to a change in collision reporting legislation which 
raised the property damage criterion from $100 to $200 on 
January 1, 1970. 


The number of victims fatally injured annually in_ traffic 
collisions between 1963 and 1972 continues to increase, 


reaching a high of 1,934 in 1972 compared to 1,421 in 1963. 
However, the fatality rate per 100,000 population has shown 


greater stability, ranging from a low of 20.1 in 1970 to a high of 
DAS?

Persons who sustained non-fatal injuries have increased also but 
at a sharper rate with only one year showing a decrease 
throughout the ten-year period.

DRIVER SEAT-BELT USE BY OUTCOME FOR DRIVER* IN ALL COLLISIONS 


Since July of 1971, information on seat belt use has been re- 
corded on motor vehicle collision reports. The table below con- 
tains 1972 data — the first full year in which this information 
was recorded. 


42.8% of all the people fatally injured in motor vehicle 
collisions were drivers, and over half of the drivers killed 
(54.4%) had seat belts in their vehicles but were not using them.

46.1% of all the people non-fatally injured in motor vehicle 
collisions were drivers, and the proportion not wearing the seat 
belts which were installed in their vehicles was even higher — 
63.2% 


These figures do not relate severity of injury to the usage of seat 
belts. However, it can be noted that a high percentage of driver 
deaths and injuries occurred when available seat belts were not 
being used.
